W ashington, Nov, 28,—One of the 
most important features of the Bering 
sea negotiations, not heretofore dis­ 
closed. is that in the event that Great 
Britain and Canada consent to a sus 
pension of pelagic sealing for one your 
the United Stales at the same tune will 
agree to a suspension of all killing of 
seals for one year on the Pnbyloff 
islands, constituting the American seal 
possessions in 
Bering sea. 
As the 
islands are a part ol\ 1 nited States ter­ 
ritory, no question has ever arisen as to , 
the ngh» ot the United States to do as 
it chose a-> to the seals while on land 
and within three miles of the shore, 
the three miles being a part of the 
islands according to international law*. 
I hiring the recent negotiations the 
Canadians took the ground ttiat if any 
susneuR on was to occur it would be in­ 
equitable to ask them to suspend seal­ 
ing in the outer waiters while at the 
same time the I nited States persisted 
in sealing in the inner waters and on 
land. 
The contention of the United 
States w as cimarily for the suspension 
of pelagic oeaiing, but under the exi­ 
gency of the case it was felt that if a 
suspension of pelagic sealing could be 
secured it would be reasonable to con­ 
cede a similar suspension within our 
own territory. 
It was in this form that the final 
propositions took shape. 
The Ameri­ 
can propo-ition includes the Pribyloa 
islands in th»* proposed one year bus- 
pension, so ’ hut if Canada agrees to the 
suspension it will apply to these islands 
as well as to the high seas. 
The propo- 
sifc.on follows the recommendation of 
the Faria court of arbitration, which 
suggested a temporary suspension of 
sealing on land aud sea. 
This br ngs up the question of the 
lease ot the North American Commer­ 
cial company, giving it the exclusive 
right to th) * seals on the Pnbyloff 
islands for .o years from 1H*. <).

E. Maxoii of

interior of the building ocjcupied by Mr. 
Scott, which is owued by Michael F. 
M ci’firmick, was also completely de- 
moliahe*l, although the four walls re­ 
main standing. 
The total damage to 
that and adjoining property is estimated 
at about $i:i5,0()o. 
The adjomintf buildings, occupied re­ 
spectively by the U riaii Pollack Furni­ 
ture company on the south side and by 
Potthast Bros., 
dealers 
iu 
aiitiqat 
furniture, on the north siiie, were con­ 
siderably injured by fire and water, the 
former susta ning the greater loss. 
The origin of the fire is not known. 
The tire started in the basemeut of the 
store, which is filled w ith chairs and 
various other kinds of furniture, stoves, 
ranges and kitchen ware, and it is 
thought by some of the employes that 
the highly imflauimable material that 
encased the packed furniture may have 
caught fi e in siuiie mysterious way. 
From the basement the tire was com-, 
muiiicated to every floor in the build­ 
ing through the passenger 
elevatoi 
shaft, which afforded a strong draft, 
and the entire building was soon en­ 
veloped in Mames. 
W hen tne fire was 
ciiscove ed there w'ere 45 employes in 
the store and ‘¿5 customers. 
A panic follow’ed the discovery of the 
fire, ami everyone rushed to the nearest 
place of egress. 
Mrs. Maxon, who was 
alone, is thought to have fallen or to 
have fainted from fright, her body be­ 
ing found i.,K)U after the flames had 
been subdued.

“ I cannot better illustrate the lack cf 
attention to breed than by narrating an 
expi rienre w hich I had a few days ago 
while riding on my bicycle iu the coun­ 
try about ten miles from Antwerp. See­ 
ing upon the door of a modest one story 
1 riek cfittageof a pea.^^ant a placard with 
the words ‘chieiis a vendre’ (dogs to 
sell), I disiiHinnted. knocked at the door 
and at once tound myself in the pres- 
eii((>of tii«‘ proprietor of the premises. 
A fttr the gruting.s and after informing 
the genth ii.Hii of the purpose of my 
visit he gavi* me the following state- 
njeiit, assisted by periodical questions 
thrown into the narration by myself: 
“ ‘I have six fine dogs to sell. 
Thret* 
of them have short hair, and three are 
shi'ared, so as to please everybody. 
These dogs are Just ready for use— 
strong, healthy and Just a little under 
2 years old. 
I know’ these dogs well, 
be<*aiise I rais<‘d them myself. 
1 w’aut 
125 francs (about |25) apiece, but I w ill 
take less for spot cash. The breed? Oh, 
moil Uieu, 1 can’t tell you much about 
the breed. 
The breed makes no diftor- 
ence. 
W h at you want is a strong, well 
trained dog, and that’s what mine are. 
However, 1 may tell you that my six 
clogs are a ll from the same father and 
mother. 
The father is, if I remember 
correctly, 
one-fourth 
Belgian, 
two- j 
fourths Danish and three-fourths Scotch, j 
and the mother is, I think, three-fourths 
Belgian and one-fourth English. ’ 
, 
“ The dog generally in use varies in 
size and color, hut in probably the ma- , 
Jority of cases he is, when standing, 
about two feet high, of a dark gray or 
dark brown color, has short hair and 
the tail cut. In addition to his work as | 
a draft animal he is a faithful guardian 
of his ma.ster’s home. 
“ it isdifticult to say, ” continues this 
consul, “ exactly the weight of the load 
which can be drawn by one dog, tor the 
reason that lie is harnesscM alone much ^ 
less freciucntly than iu company with j 
one, two, 
three and sometime.s four! 
others, lu the latter case tiiey are bar- ^ 
nessed abreast. In the cities and towns, 
when 
employed by butchers, bakers, 
laundries, etc., to draw their delivery 
carts, one dog is often used and is har- 
nes.sed under the cart. 
The cart is jiro- 
vided w ith two iiaiidles, like those of a 
wiieelbarrow, which are held by a Ikiv, 
the boy thus guiding the cart through 
the narrow streets w hile the dog pulls 
In cas»« of need, flic hoy assists by push­ 
ing the cart as he would a wheelbarruw. 
Sometimes two dogs are placed under 
the cart, but not more. 
“ The highest utility isattaiie d where 
two, three, four or five are hanu .-->ed 
abreast and placed in front of the < un. 
which they draw just us horse.s do. It is 
ill this way that the peusauts come to 
town with their vegetables and flowers I 
in the morning, and iu th is way they re­ 
turn iu the aftem(H)U, .seated in their i 
carts, happy and smiling when they have i 
bi'cn able to sell their loads, and in this | 
coutentiiieiit the dogs seem to Join as ; 
they move briskly along, with th e ir! 
steady, easy trot, tow'ard home. A team | 
of three or four of these dogs can draw I 
5 0 0 or «00 pounds for several hours.”

The consul ut Hamburg says: ” I have 
noticed tliat the people become especial­ 
ly attached to their dnift dogs, who are 
their constant companions in business, 
and that they treat them well as a rulea 
The dogs themselves are the very hard­ 
est workers and enter into their work 
w’ith far more spirit and vim than most 
horses. It is a frequent sight to see their 
masters obliged to constantly restrain 
' them from pulling. It is sometimes very 
pitiable, however, to see them pulled 
out of shape by overwork and overload­ 
ing. 
Their crooked legs, nervous tern- 
jHraments, blurred eyes and tender feet 
tell their tale of fidelity and sufl;ering. 
I They fer<x:iously protect the cart and its 
contents during the absence of their ^ 
masters and seem to feel a personal in ­ 
terest in the business.

Tile American consul at Antwerp says: 
“ I cannot better illustrate the lack of 
attention to bn rd than by narrating an 
experience which I had a few days ago 
while riding on my bicycle in the coun­ 
try about ten miles from Antwerp. See­ 
ing upon the door of a modest one story 


b rick cottage o f a peasant a placard with 
the words ‘Thiells a vcudre’ (dogs to 
scil), I dism ounted, knocked at tile door 
and at once found myself in the pres­ 
ell! e o f the proprietor of the premises. 
Af fir the Rita tings and after informing 
the gentlem an of tho purpose of my 
visit ho gave me the following state­ 
ment, assisted by periodical questions 
thrown into the narration by myself! 
“ ‘I have six fine dogs to sell. 
Three 
of them have short hair, and three are 
sheared, so as to please everybody, j 
These dogs are just ready for use— 
strong, healthy and just a little under 
2 years old. 
I know these dogs well, 
because I raised them myself. 
I want 
125 francs(about $25) apiece, but I will 
take less for spot cash. The breed: Oh, 
mon Lieu, I can’t tell yon much about! 
the breed. 
Tho breed makes no differ­ 
ence. 
W hat you want is a strong, well 
trained dog, and th a t’s what mine are. 
However, I may tell you that my six 
dogs are all from the same father and 
mother. The father is, if I remember 
correctly, 
one-fourth 
Belgian, 
two- 
fourths Danish and three-fourths Scotch, j 
and the mother is, I think, three-fourths 
Belgian and one-fourth English.’ 
“ The dog generally in use varies in 
size and color, hut iii probably the ma­ 
jority of cases he is, when standing, 
about two feet high, of a dark gray or 
dark brown color, has short hair and 
the tail cut. In addition to his work as 
a draft aiiimul he is a faithful guardian 
of his master's home. 
“ It is difficult to say, ” continues this 
consul, “ exactly the weight of the load 
which can be drawn by one dog, for the j 
reason that he is harnessed alone much 
less frequently than in company with 
one, two, 
three and sometimes four 
others. In the latter case they are har­ 
nessed abreast. In the cities aud towns, 
when employed by butchers, bakers, 
laundries, etc., to draw their delivery 
carts, one dog is often used and is har­ 
nessed under the cart. 
The cart is pro­ 
vided with two handles, like those of a 
wheelbarrow, which are held by a boy, 
the boy thus guiding tile cart through 
the narrow streets while the dog pulls. 
In case of need, the boy assists by push­ 
ing the cart as he would a wheelbarrow. 
Sometimes two dogs are placed under 
tile cart, but not more. 
“ T hehighest utility iaattaim *1 where 
two, three, four or five are harm s*ed 
abreast and placed ill front of the earl, 
which they draw just as horses do. lr is 
in this way that the peasants come to 
town with their vegetables aud flowers 
in the morning, aud in this way they re- I 
turn in the afternoon, seated in their \ 
carts, happy and smiling when they have 
been able to sell their loads, and in this 
contentment the dogs seem to join as 
they move briskly along, with their 


ieast those used as rtrart animals m tins 
region, take to their work with entire

Nothing is so irksome to 
the canine spirit as to lie confined in 
the kennel or left at home when the 
master guts abroad. 
Any sign of pre­ 
paring the cart or wagon for a sortie af­ 
fects the working dog much as the sight 
of a gun or shooting costume agitates a 
setter or foxhound. 
If left at homo 
while tin* cart is tukeu to town by hand.

Once harnessed he trots to his 
place under the wagon, aud when used 
on a milk route or Other uniform serv­ 
ice he Icarus the way and the place and 
average duration of each stop as well as 
his master, in whose absence lie guards 
the wagon and its load W’ith a fierce 
fidelity which no wheedling can corrupt 
or fatigue impair. Rarely under ordina­ 
ry circumstances does a dog have to be 
urged to greater exertion. 
If spoken to 
ut all, it is usually to restrain him from 
draw ing the cart faster than the driver 
cares to w alk.” 
The consul at Hamburg says: “ I have 
noticed that the people become especial­ 
ly attached to their draft dogs, who are 
their constant companions iii business, 
aud that they treat them well as a rula» 
The dogs themselves are the very hard­ 
est workers aud enter into their work 
W’ith far more spirit aud vim than most 
horses. It is a frequent eight to see their 
masters obliged to constantly restrain 
them from pulling. It is sometimes very 
pitiable, however, to see them pulled 
out of shape by overwork and overload­ 
ing. 
Their crooked legs, nervous tem­ 
peraments, blurred eyes and tender feet 
tell their tale of fidelity and suffering. 
They ferociously protect the eart and its 
contents during the absence of their 
masters and seem to feel a personal in­ 
terest in the business. 
“ I took occasion to interview the 
Hamburg Society For the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals on this subject and 
learned that dogs w hich* are used as 
draft animals are seldom able to stand 
the work more than five years without 
their spines becoming affected and that 
such draft dogs us are from time to time 
brought to the dog hospital of the socie­ 
ty for treatment are generally beyond 
recovery. I w’asalso told ti it the society 
had repeatedly requested the Hamburg 
government to forbid the use * f dogs as 
draft animals aud that, a11 hough its ef­ 
forts iii this direction had thus far proved 
absolutely unsuccessful, it intended to 
continue to use its best efforts to have 
the practice abolished. 
Members of the 
society must bind themselves not to pur­ 
chase anything from tradespeople who 
deliver their wares in carts hauled by 
dogs.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

He 
manages! to crawl sufficiently near for a 
shot aud succeeded in killing one duck 
and wounding two tithers. In his eager 
ness to capture the wounded birds before 
I hey could get away lie did not notice 
that with nearly every st'/phew as sink­ 
ing deeper into the mire. 
Suddenly lie went down nearly to his 
waist. 
Despite his efforts he could not 
free himself. He used his gun for a staff, 
but even with the aid of the weapon be 
steady, easy trot, toward home. A team I was unable to make progress. 
Instead 
of three or four of these dogs can draw he found that he was gradually sinking 
500 or HOO pounds for several hours. ’ ’ 
The consul at Ghent says the level 
plains of w estern Belgium aud Holland 
arc especially suitable for the employ­ 
ment of dogs for hauling purposes. 
While in mountainous regions they are 
not practicable for heavy loads, still 
even iii "lightly rolling country they are 
able to outdistance horses for long hauls. 
For example, 
the distance 
between 
Ghent aud Brussels is 34 miles. 
Ordi­ 
nary horses require four hours to cover 
it, w bile a team of dogs will easily go 
over the ground in three hours without 
any apparent fatigue. 
A good team of 
two to lour <logs will haul a peddler'# 
load from 5 a. rn. to 8 p. rn., with only 
such short intervals of rest as they may 
obtain during the sale of goods. 
The Belgian dog may be put to work 
w hen about a year old and can be em­ 
ployed daily duriug eight or nine years, 
lie generally lives to be IO or ll years 
of age. 
Food and maintenance are tri 
fling items of expense. One large dog 
can subsist on the kitchen waste of a 
household of five or six persons. 
Prop­ 
erly speaking, daily meat is indispensa­ 
ble, but very few of these Belgian ani­ 
mals get it. 
They should have daily a 
pound of meat; horse meat will answer. 
If they receive that much in a week. 
they are lucky. In the country districts 
the dog's food is exclusively milk, bread 
aud vegetables, but still he seems to be 
healthy and to thrive on it. If specially 
purchased, the food of five or six dogs 
will average G or 7 cents apiece per day. 
The care aud attention required are 
slight. 
At night the dog must be given 
a good kennel, full of si raw, and left un­ 
chained. 
It should be noted that his 
feet never need attention, aud that he 
is likewise proof against all kinds of 
weather. 
“ From all that can be observed or 
learned by inquiry, ” the consul gener- 
»1 at Frankfort reports, “ the dogs, at

Nugent was very much exhausted after 
his struggle, and it was some time be 
fore he could make an effort to com­ 
mence the homeward journey.—New 
York Sim.

Professor ( ’rookes showed that a dia­ 
mond could actually be too hard. From 
a rich yield of beautifully white dia­ 
monds in New South Wales great things 
were expected. When a parcel of many 
huudred carats came to England, it was 
found they were so hard as to be prac­ 
tically unworkable as gems, and they 
were ultimately sold for rock boring 
purposes. 
The intense hardness of the 
diamond was illustrated by an experi­ 
ment 
The diamond W’as placed on the 
flattened apex of a conical block of steel, 
and on it was brought down a second 
cone of steel 
As these cones were forced 
together by hydraulic power the image 
of the diamond aud the steel laces of 
tho cones were projected on the screen 
with an electric lantern. The stone was 
seen to be squeezed right into the steel 
blocks without being injured in th*

There lived in this city until a few 
years ago, and may he liking here still, 
I frail, careworn little woman whose 
life had been linked with one of the 
most unhappy and yet most interesting 
romances in the annals of this centu­ 
ry’s crime. 
She was the wife of John 
Clark, one of the most remarkable crim­ 
inals of his time. Although a thorough­ 
ly respectable, well educated aud high 
minded w oman aud a devout member of 
the church, she lived with him for 
years, tried her best to reform him, 
sought to protect him from the officers 
who were ever on his trail and was 
faithful to him to the end. 
Clark was the son of a prosperous 
business man in Rochester. 
When he 
was a boy, he tigured in all sorts of 
wild escapades, was arrested several 
times for small offenses aud had devel­ 
o p ! into a professional crook lahore he 
was 20 years old. One of his most nota­ 
ble traits was his love of display 
He 
was small and slender, with clean cut 
features and black, curling hair. He al­ 
ways wore a silk hat, a low cut vest, 
white kid gloves arid small, pointed 
shoes that pinched his tiny feet. He al­ 
so wore several largo diamonds on his 
fingers and shirt front. 
When he was 
still very young, but long after his rep­ 
utation had made him a terror to the 
town, ho eloped with his cousin, a 
beautiful young girl, carefully reared. 
It was a short honeymoon The authori­ 
ties wore too hot ou bis trail to allow 
him to prolong his stay w’ith bis wife, 
so, leaving her with friends, he set out 
again on his travels. 
From that time 
until his death his visits to his wife 
were far apart and uncertain. 
He was 
too busy carrying out his hold plans for 
robbery to stay long iii the town. 
Jailer John Cawthra of Rochester, 
who knew Clark well and was present 
when he was hanged in that town, in 
conversation recalled the desperado. 
“ Clark was the nerviest man I ever 
knew,” said the old jailer. 
“ When he 
was on one of his visits in Rochester, he 
was walking one day through the ar­ 
cade, right in the center of the town 
It was crowded with people and they 
all knew who he was. 
With his gay 
clothes and handsome face be was very 
conspicuous 
He was walking with a 
girl—he was a great man for the girls— 


aud he was twirling a cigarette in hi^ 
mouth. 
A big, strapping man passoa 
them, looked back into the girl s face 
and sinile<I. That angered Clark. W ith­ 
out a moment'* hesitation lie drew a re­ 
volver from his pocket and fired. 
Tho 
bullet knocked off two of the man’s ti* 
gers. Clark wiped tho revolver with his 
handkerchief, put it hack in his pocket, 
and, telling tho girl to wait ii moment, 
stopped to relight his cigarette. He was 
as cool as if nothing had happened, and 
you can bet there was no oho around 
there who dared touch him. They knew 
he was John Clark and that ho wouldn ’t 
hesitate to fire again on the slightest 
provocation. 
“ Clark made a great deal of money 
from his robberies. 
He took something 
like $30,000 out of Mexico, most of it 
from a hank. He was arrested in one of 
the southern states and lodged in jail, 
but he escaped before he hat! been there 
a day. Irater he was caught in this city 
and locked up iii the Tombs. 
How be 
got out no one knows to this day. There 
wore charges enough against him at the 
tim e to send him to prison for the rest 
of his life 
There are those who knew 
Clark well who say he made at least 
$100,000 by robbing houses and banks. 
He was, in my opinion, the most skill 
ful burglar of his time. 
I well remem 
ber one uight when a business man of 
Rochester was robbed by him. 
The 
man’s boose was on East avenue, tho 
best street of the town. 
Clark discov­ 
ered that he kept a good sized roll of 
hank notes in his clothes all the time. 
The man was iii the habit of sitting up 
far into the night, and when Clark ap­ 
peared on the scene to enter the bouse 
ho discovered the owner in a dressing 
gown, with his back to the window, 
reading 
This discovery, however, did 
not discourage Clark. 
He went away 
and came l ack with a long stick, to 
which were fastened a string and a hook. 
Suddenly the man inside looked up to 
gee his trousers, with his roll cif hills in 
them, going swiftly through the air and 
out of the window 
He must have 
thought they were bewitched, for ho 
could not see for the moment tho string 
aud the stick. As soon as he hail recov 
ared his self possession he ran out to 
look for the thief, but it was no ase. 
Clark was far away by that time. 
“ Clark was cornered in Rochester at 
last. 
He liar! just returned from one of 
bis long tours of burglary through the 
country 
He was seen coming out of 
the house where his wife lived, and two 
or three policemen went in pursuit of 
him.

One of the strangest characters in 
Dearborn county, Iud., is a young man 
of 23 yenrs, w ho lives near G uionsville, 
Ind., and is know n by the nam e of Hun 
Conway, a m an of m edium build and 
mediocre intelligence and q u iet demean 
or. vet poss* ssed of w onderful power 
over birds, fish and reptiles. At his call 
the fish w ill eome to his hands from 
th eir retreat in the waters. At his com ­ 
m and reptiles of every kind rush from 
th eir hiding and coil in harm less folds 
about his person. 
At the sound of In­ 
voice birds w ill descend on fluttering 
M ing anil tall at his fret. 
Conway eau give no explanation of 
his peculiar power over th** creature* 
that flee from other people, but are m ys­ 
teriously attracted to his presence. Many 
persona have mucked the stories of bis 
potent influence over poisonous serpents 
and doubted the truth of his ab ility to 
charm birds and fish. 
B ut 
recently 
Hon. H. I). M* M ullen aud the members 
of the board of county com m issioners, 
being culled to the neighborhood of Coil- 
w ay’s home on public business, resolved 
if possible to w itness some of the a l­ 
leged feats of the strange young man 
anil for that purpose called on him .

gressive manner.

cry of “ Lord help me!’’ hurled tile an­ 
gered snake from his grasp and ran for 
a club.
